paver this morning they will be astonished and 
painéad beyond measure to learn that on this 
dav—one when special vigilance is uired on 
the part of the firemen—ove when this city, 
which is still of wood, is exoosed to danger 
from couflagration— Matt Benner ceases to be 
at the bead of the Department, and another 
man stebs into his place. Ther will also be 
surprised to learn that this doesn't take place 
through Benner’s act, but is the act of 
the Mayor of the city, who. bas been 
proclaiming aver since his election that he in- 
tended to be Mavor ol the whole city, and todo 
all that be could for the interests of the people. 
Yes, as will be seen by the subjoined corre- 
spondence, he has, because the Marshal refused 
to lend his personal influence to make the em- 
ployes of the Fire Department accept a decrease 
in their salaries after the Mayor had stated to 
bim that he wanted this action of the firemen to 
be purely voluntary, removed him from 
the position which he has occupied so 
long and filled so weil. The record of 
Marshal Benner is fanffliar to every Chicagoan. 
His long service in the Department prior to his 
appointment as its Chief is knowb only to those 
with whom he served, but what he has done 
since he took charge of it in August of 1873 is 
He took a Department with de- 
moralized men, broken-down engines, and 
worthless hose. He has built it up until it is 
now, in p< int of efficiency, discipline, and drill, 
the best Department in the country. He has 
accomplished more with less money than any 
other Chief. 

Disregarding all political claims, turning a 
deaf ear to the entreaties of Aldermen and poli- 
ticians, he has been versistent and ſuexorable in 
putting upon the forceonlv the best of men, and 
keeping tuem there so loug as thev were effi- 
cient, notwithstanding what pressure might be 
brought to bear. The engines and other mate- 
rial which he found worthless are now in admir- 
able condition, and with them. and his 
splendidiy-trained force he bas fought 
through the many heayr fires which this 
city has had to encounter during dis 
administration. He has the confidence of 
the insurance men, and of all the property- 
holders. Keeping aloof from all political in- 
trigues and all contests of factions, he has 
stuck to his duty, and to that alone, devoting 
to it days and nights of tireless toil. Yet, not- 
withstanding all this, he is sicled out by the 
Mayor as aviction uf proscription simply be- 
cause be will not use his influence with his em- 
ployes to extort from them a voluntary consent 
to an unnecessary reduction.

MAYOR HARRISON. 
HIS STALEMENT. 

In order to get a full statement of the Mayor’s 
position on so im portant a matter as this, a re- 
porter for Taz Ià ons called at his house last 
evening, and, after waiting for bim to return 
from the Council Chamber and an exploration 
of the State street dives, which he is apparently 
so much in earnest about breaking up, succeea- 
ed in getting thal for which he came,—the 
Mayor’s defense of the step he had taken. Mr. 
Harrison, at first, remarked that be thought 
the correspondence between himself and Mr. 
Benner gave all the essential points in this mat- 
ter, but a little remortorial urging sufficed to 
show him that the importance of the step de- 
manded from him afnll and explicit statement 
of the reasons which had moved him. 

“T will them state, said bis Honor the 
Mayor, after lighting his meerschaum and tak- 
ing a few introductory puffs thereat, * that 

MY FEELINGS TOWARD MARSHAL BENNER 
were of the most favorable character. I had 
no expectation whatever of disturbing bim 
while I was in office, unless something occurred 
to force it. Brit when I gave my instructions 
on the 9th of June, which instructions were 
founded upon ‘what I believed to be a necessity 
of the city’s fin ances, I went to Mr. Benner and 
to Mr. Dixon and requested them to study the 
matter up and devise some means of supporting 
their Departme uts within the 75 per cent, as re- 
quired by law. After a good deal of discussion 
with the heads of both Departments, I sug- 
gested to them to advise with their officers and 
men, as I was very averse to taking any steps 
which would not. be satisfactory to them. The 
Police Department at once a*opted a plan of 
red the cxp7nditures in several ways, one 
of which was to reduce the pay of the men to 
$850, the amount at which the salaries were 
fixed last year. An that would not be sufficient, 
still, to come wiibin the requiremen 
and that, too, after saving in 
the other modes that they could sugrest, 
they determined to lay off a certain number o 
their men for fixed p-riods, so as to get it around 
through the entire foi ce during the remainder of 
the year. As far as I could learn. this had the 
consent of ail but two or three precincts out- 
side, and two or three precincts in the city. 

WHEN I WEA’ TO MR. BENNER f 
to consult with bim, giving what I thought to 
be the necessity of the position in w we 
were placed, Mr Ben: ter rather declined to look 
into the retrenchme nt until be could satisfy 
himself of the necessity of the thing 
under the law. This rather surprised me, 
at the time, and I stat ed to hi as he was 
aware, I was acting un ler the opinion of the 
law as given by the Corporation Counsel. In 
fact, that opinion was t et forth in the instruc 
tions issued to the heac ; of departments from 
the Mayor’s office. Bu ; he seemed disposed to 
look into the law bimsc df. As he bad given 
bonds in the sum of . $25, he thought he 
ought todoso. I them remarked to him that, 
if be thonght it incumbent upoo him to look 
into the law, I should feel disposed to get 
somebody else in his phtce that would oot have 
to examine the law at all, but would 
take the opinion of the Law Department. I 
thought this bint to Mr. Benner was sufficient. 
It seemed 80 at. urst. 

„At my next intervie w with him he informed 
me that he was looking ‘inte the subject serious 
ly.

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THE GREENEBAUM BANKS. 

The report of Examr Wannen, Bank 
Examiner, as the result of his careful inves- 
tigation of the affairs of the German Na. 
tional Bank, leaves little room to doubt that 
the institution was run mainly to sustain a 
little ring of banks and certain real estate 
operations. Personal consideration for Mr. 
Henry GREENEBAUM and those associated 
with him in the active ment of the 
German National does not justify any con- 
cealment or extenuation of the irregularities 


‘and abuses that have been revealed. In point 


of fact, a literal interpretation and strict en- 
forcement of the United States Banking law 
would subject the responsible officers of 
more than one of the collapsed banks to 
prosecution, and the violation of the law in 
the case of the German National should not 
be permitted to escape proper official notice. 
Whether the affair be judged by the embar- 
rassment which depositers suffered, or by 
the actual losses sustained by the stockhold- 
ers, there is a demand for such action as 
will be calculated to prevent similar manipu- 
lation of bahk- funds in the future by those 
who are managing banks under the National 
law. 

The indebtedness of the Greenrsavm fam- 
ily to the German National Bank figured up 
nearly $187,000. It was divided between 
Henry GREENEBAUM, On his individual ac. 
count, Hxunx Greznzsaum & Co., Gazewe- 
Baum Brothers & Co., H. & D. S. Gurenz- 
nau, Isaac Gnezwenaum and Saran Gaeenz- 
Bam, in addition to collateral indebtedness 
from relations not bearing the name of 
Greenzpavm. A savings bank, a private 
banking and brokerage business here and 
another in New York, seem to have been 
practically run by these funds. Of the en- 
tire sum of $187,000, only $62,000 has been 
actually paid back, nearly $59,000 has been 
scratched off under the head of “ profit and 
loss,” by the terms of composition; the 
amount still due is $65,846, which Mr. Wasn- 
BUEN estimates to be actually worth about 
$5,725, and it is safe to say that this is 
all that w ill be realized from the notes and 
collaterals on band. A part of this indebt- 
edness represents an operation only three 
weeks before the failure of the bank, where- 
by a good loan was transferred so as to make 
room for Henry GREENEBaUM’s personal note

Here are two points distinctly stated: (1) 
That a reduction to eight hours for a day's 
work is demanded, so that more men may 
be employed to do the same amount of work ; 
and (2) that each man is to get the same 
wages as now. The day is to continue 
the measure of wages, but the day is to be 
shortened and the wages remain unchanged, 
while the number of men to perform the 
given amount of work is to be increased 25 
per cent. Twelve men now perform 120 
hours’ work in a day at $2 each; hereafter, 
fifteen men are to be employed to do the 
same work, and each of the fifteen is 
to get $2 per day, adding 25 per 
cent to the cost of the day’s work. 
Each mau is supposed to produce each day a 
value equal to the wages paid him. At 
present the assumption is that in ten hours 
he produces something which can be ex- 
changed for the product of some other man’s 
ten hotrs of labor, If, therefore, a man 
limits his production to eight hours, be can 
only produce that which can be exchanged 
for the product of some other man’s eight 
hours of laber. It makes no difference 
whether the man work eight, six, or four 
hours per day, the thing produced will only 
be exchangeable for something requiring the 
same number of hours to produce. The 
product of eight hours will not be accepted 
as the equivalent of ten hours’ labor, gnd no 
matter how the question will be viewed, any 
given number of hours of labor will pur- 
chase the product of only the same number 
of heures of labor, no matter whether that 
labor be performed: by five, ten, or twenty 
men. The measuré of value of labor is the 
value of the product of that labor. If two 
men work five hears each their labor is 
worth exactly an muh as the labor of ten 
men working one hour each; and the wages 
of the two men must be equal to the wages 
of the ten who ‘perform only the same 
amount of labor. How can fifteen men per- 
forming the labor now done by twelve men 
expect for the same work 25 per cent addi- 
tional pay and not cause an increase in the 
cost of the thing produced? 

A MONOPOLIST WAIL. 

Tun Turnus yesterday contained in its 
correspondence from Philadelphia the mourn- 
ful and desolate wail of the quinine estab- 
lishment over the repeal of the duty on im- 
ported quinine. The manufacture of quinine 
was begun in Philadelphia sixty years ago, 
and two establishments in that city have had 
a practical monopoly of the business in this 
country ever since. Mr. Powers, of the 
firm of Powzrs & Wricntman, the largest 
firm engaged in the business, died some 
weeks ago, leaving an estate of many millions 
of dollars, his share of the profits on quinine. 
The afflicted partners of the deceased and 
the bereaved members of the other firm 
engaged in the manufacture of quinine 
have been plunged into the deepest 
wo because of the repeal of the protective 
bounty hitherto enjoyed by them. They 
weep not for themselves alone but for their 
country! ‘The ingratitade of the nation cuts 
them to the quick; they are overwhelmed, 
and threaten to commit business suicide. 

When the Rebels fired upon Sumter, and 
raised their traitorous hands against the flag | 
of their country, the Philadelphia manufac- 
turers of quinine proceeded to Washington on 
the Fourth of July, 1861, and, in the fullness 
of their patriotic hearts, tendered their serv- 
ices to make quinine for all the troops that 
might be called for by the Government, and 
for the families of these at the front; all 
they asked was that Congress should vote 
them a subsidy of 45 per cent in gold 
on all the quinine they should make, and 
thus excluding British, French, and Ger- 
man quinine, secure to these American man- 
ufacturers the exclusive right of making 
American quinine to be sold to American 
soldiers and their American f-milies, to cure 
them of and protect them fror. purely Amer- 
ican fever and ague! The patriotic Congress 
responded, and placed a duty on all foreign- 
made quinine of % per cent in gold, which 
with the incidence was equal to from 92 to 
$3 per ounce of quinine. All during the War 
and until 1872 this tax of 45 per cent re- 
mained, furnishing a magnificent bounty to 
these monopolists. Im 1872 the tax was re- 
duced on the sulphate uf quinine to 20 per 
cent, and on the Fourth of July, 1878, or 
twenty years from the date of the imposition

Our correspondent writes that these man- 
ufacturers of quinine, upon hearing of the 
passage of the bill, declared several things, 
mong which were the following: (1) That 
‘the foreign article is far inferior to that 
made in Philadelphia, and is never used by 
the, medical profession, because of its impuri- 
ties. %) The Philadelphia manufacturers 
will havé'to stop making quinine, becanse of 
their inability’ to, sell in competition with the 
imported article. (8) They annually im- 
ported five million pounds of bark, but have 
given orders to import no more. (4) They 
will have to discharge their workmen, which 
number eighty men ! 

The “unprotected” reader will fail to 
reconcile these declarations. If the British, 
French, and German quinine is so bad and 
so impure that the medical profession have 
to forbid its use and order Philadelphia 
quinine exclusively, why should the Phila- 
delphians, who have an exclusive market, 
cease to do business? If the imported quinine 
is so impure that it is never used in this 
country, how is it to sa compete with the do- 
mestic article that the production of the lat- 
ter is to cease for want of customers? The 
bark costs the Philadelphians no more than 
it docs the French,.and why cannot quinine 
be manufactured in Philadelphia as cheaply 
as in Paris? The most serious disaster pre- 
dicted by these men as a result of repealing 
this bounty on quinine is the discharge of 
eighty workmen, who are now enjoying the 
averege princely income of $1.50 per day,— 
total loss of $120 wages per day. Thisisa 
a blow to American labor under which even 
protected Pennsylvania will stagger for a 
century and from which probably it will 
never recover. In the meantime, all thanks 
to the men wha repealed this tax. 
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CONSTITUTION anes en aes THE MILITIA 


When the Federal Convention completed 
its labors, Sept, 17, 1787, and submitted the 
Constitution which it had framed to the 
several States for their consideration and 
adoption, it was found that many objections 
were interposed to different provisions. 
Many of the States were apprehensive of 
vesting too large powers in the General 
Government. It is natural to expect that 
a people who have but recently wrested 
their independence from a hitherto superior 
power, and had done this in the name 
of Liberty, would watch with jealous 
care over any methods of change in 
government that might be offered or 
any new order of affairs that was to be set 
up. With this in view, we can easily under- 


was scanned and every provision searched, 
as though a possible Tory measure might 
lurk therein. Several of the States claimed 
there was not sufficient restriction on the 
General Government, aud, though one by 
one they adopted it, yet they insisted that 
amendments which would meet the objec- 
tionable features should be presently made. 


Mr. Manon presented a memorial from 
Virginia asking that the matter be taken 
up, and he brought forward in the 
House at the first session of Congress 
under the new Constitution the ten amend- 
ments which were subsequently ratified by 
the States. The second of these is the one 
whereon the claim of the unconstitationality 
of the Militia act is based, and reads as fol- 
lows : 

‘* A well-regulated militia being necessary te 


the security of a free State, the right of the people 
to keep and bear arms shall not be infringed.” 


While this particular provision has not, to 
our knowledge, been the subject of examina- 
tion and decision by any Court, yet several 
of the other provisions, which originated 
from the same causes and seek the same 
purposes as constitational limitations, have 
been the subject of decisions of 
the highest Courts, both State and 
National, over and over again. And 
there can be no doubt that these cases are 
conclusive as to what must result from any 
further judicial inquiry as to the scope and 
effect of these amendments; while, as a mat- 
ter of sound reasoning on the principles of 
the Government and the occasion of the 
adoption of these amendments, they are most 
convincing. 

In 1824, Wauworts, then a Circuit Judge 
and afterwards Chancellor of New York, con- 
sidered a case in which the question was 
fairly presented as to whether the Fifth and 
Sixth Amendments were restrictions on the 
power of the States. After referring to the

Farther on in his opinion, in stating the’ 
oireumstances which gave rise to these amend- 
ments, he uses this language: 

But it 1s universally understood, it is a part of 
the history of the day, that the great revolution 
which established the Constitution of the United 
States was not effected without immense opposi- 
tion. Serious fears were ente rtamed 
taat these powers which the patriot statesmen, 
who then watched over the interests of oar coun- 
try, deemed essential to union, and to the attain- 
ment of those invaluable objects for which union 
was sought, might be exercised in a manner dan- 
gerous to liberty. In almost every Convention by 
which the Constutlon was adopted amendments to 
guard against the abuse of power were recom- 
mended. These amendments demanded security 
against the apprehended encroachménts of the 
General Government, —not against those of tne 
local Governments, In compliance with 4 senti- 
ment thus generally expressed, tu quiet fears thus 
extensively entertained, amendments were pro- 
posed by the required majority in Congress, and 
adopted by the States. These amendments contain 
no expression Indicating an intention toapply them 
to State Governments, This Court cannot 80 ap- 
ply them.” 

it will be observed the language here used 
refers to and embraces all the ten amend- 
ments. : 

In the case of Twircnen vs. The Com- 
monwealth (7 Wallace, 324), where the right 
of a State to pass laws in contravention of 
the Fifth aud Sixth Amendments was raised, 
Ohief-Justice Cuasz quotes at length from 
the foregoing opinion, aud says : 

This judgment has since been frequently re- 
iterated, and always without dissent. . . . In 
the views thus stated and supported we er 
concur. 

These casés Were dismissed by the Court 
for want of jurisdiction, and we have no 
doubt such would be the determination of 
any case taken there to test the constitution- 
ality of the Militia law. They certainly 
show that the purpose which the enemies of 
the Militia law claim for this Second Amend- 
ment is the very opposite of that for which 
the States demanded it. They were appre- 
hensive lest the General Government be 
held to have sole authority in the matter of 
the militia and military, and, unwilling to 
yield even to a doubtful interpretation on 
this point, sought and secured a hmitation 
on the power of the National Government 
in this particular, and preserved to them- 
selves without question the right to maintain 
% well-regulated fnilitia,” and which in 
their recent struggle they had so certainly 
found necessary to the security of a free 
State.”

The 
newspapers applaud ber whetber she act well 
or ill; with this excuse, no doubt, that, when 
she is at her worst, she is better than any En- 
glish actress at her best.“ This star of the 
stage is equaliv the star of society, notwith- 
stunding her peeutiar code of morals. When- 
ever she is a guest at a private house, the bost- 
ess is besieged with uests for invitations. 
Her photographs have driven all the favorite 
**beauties’’ out ef the market. Following are 
some extracts from London letters in regard to 
the great actress: : 

The furor for Sara Bernhardt’s acting continues 
to rage wildly, and the fortunate artist is accumu- 
lating a bendsome plum by ber talkings in aristo- 
cratic drawing- rooms. Her first appearance of tnis 
soft-was at the house of Aigernon Bortawick, the 
editor and proprietor of the Worning vat, and it 
is possible no newspaper man ever welcomed under 
his own roof so many Princes and Princesses, native 
and foreign. Royal and Serene. Her next 
engagement was for the Earl of Dudiey’s: but his 
Lordship was taken seriously iil, and all fesi:ivities 
at Dudley House have been stopped. The lovely 
Saru gets $500 for her services each time she a- 
pears, assisted by Mile, Dumain, whom she herself

In my last letter I mentioned an instance or two 
of the relaxation in Mile.

THE DEAD AT ISANDULA, 


A Visit to the Scene of the British Disaster— 
The Worst Place for «a Camp in All AT- 
rica, 


London Datty News. 

At the top of the ascent, beyond the Basbee, 
which the Dragoon Guards crowned in dashing 
style, we saw on our left front, rising above the 
surrounding country, the steep, isolated, and 
almost imaccessible hill, or rather crag, 
of Isandula, the contour of its rugged 
crest strangely resembling a side view of 
a couchant lion. Ou the lower neck of the high 
ground on its right were clearly visible up against 
the sky-line the abandoned wagons of the de- 
stroyed column. No Zulus were seen. Flanking 
parties covered the hills on either side the track, 
along which the bead of the columu passed at 
a trot with small detachments of Natal Cara- 


bineers in front vf the Dragoon Guards. 
Now we were down in the last dip, had 
crossed the rocky bed of the little stream, and 
were cantering up the slope that stretched up to 
the crest on which were the wagons. Already 
tokens of the combat and bootless ht were 
apparent. The Ime of retreat towara Fugitive’s 
Drift, along which, through a clink in the Zulu 
environment, our untortunate comrades who 
thus far survived tried to escane, lay athwart 
a rocky slope to our rigot front, with 
a vrecipitous ravine at Ks base. in this 
ravine dead men lay thick,—mere bones, with 
teughened, discolored skin, like leather, cover- 
ing them and clinging tight to them, the flesh 
all wasted away. ‘= were almost wholly 
dismeabered, heaps df clammy vellow bones. 
I forbear to describe the taces, with their black - 
ened features, and beards blanched by rain and 
sun. Kvery man zhad been disemboweled. 
Some were scal and others subjected 
to yet gtastlier mutilation. The clothes had 
lasted better than the bodies they cov- 
ered, and helped to keep the skeletons te 
gether. All tne way up the slope 1 traced by 
the ghastiy token of dead men the fitful live of 
fignt. Most of the men hereabout were w- 
fantry of the Twenty-fourth. It was like a 
a a knots in it, the string, 
0 ngie corpses, the knots ot:

_ Still following the trail of bodies through lou 
rang grass and among stones, I approached ‘the 
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life-oi gallant men. 80 long mn most

into ue ground. ‘There lay a form that seemed 
cozily curled in calm sleep, turned almost on its 
face, but seven assegei stabs have pierced the 
back.

} wagon, with his head on 4 saddle for a pviliow 
and a tarpaulin drawn over him. as if be had 
gone to sleep and died so. 

In a patch of long grass, near the right flank 
of the camp, lay Durnford’s body, the long 
‘mustache still clinging to the witnered skin of 
the face. Capt. Shepstone recognized him at 
ance, and identified him yet further by rings on 
the! finger and a knife with the name on

to the bitter end. A stalwart Zulu, covered b 
bis shield, lay atthe Coionel’s feet. Arou 
him, almost in aring, lay about a dozen dead 
men, half being Natal Carabiveem, riddled by 
2 sta s. These gallant fellows were easily 
identified by their comrades who avcom- 
panied the column. Poor Lieut. Scott 
was hardly at all decayed. Clearly they 
had rallied round Darn in a last despairing 
attempt to cover the flank of the camp, 
and had stood fast from choice, when they mig ut 
have essayed to fly for their horses. Close be- 
side the dead at the picket-line a gully traverses 
the ground in front of the camp. About 400 
paces beyond this was the ground of the battle 
befory the troops broke from their formation, 
and oo both sides this gully the dead lie very 
thickity. In one place nearly fifty of the 
Twenty fourth lie almost touching, as 
if they bad fallen in rallying square. The line 
of stragel rush back to camp is clearly 
marked bv the skeletons all along the front. 
Duruford's body was wrapped iu a tarpaulin and 
buried under a beap of stones. The Natal Cara- 
bimeers buried their dead comrades roughly. 
Ihe gunners did the same by theirs. Eiforts 
were made at least to con all the bodies of 
the men who had not belonged to the 
fwenty-fourth Regiment: These were left un- 
touched by special orders from General Newa 
gate. Gen. Marsbali bad nourished a natural 
seemly wish to give interment to all our 
dead who so long have laid bleaching at 
Isandula, but it appears that the Twenty-fourth 
wis to perform tuis office themselves, thinking 
it rigot «nat bo: h battalions should be represent- 
ed, and that the ceremony sbould de 
pustponed till the end of the cam- 
In van Marsnall offered to 
convey a burial party of the regiments, with 
tools from Rorke’s Drift in wagons. One has 
sympathy with the ciaim of the regunent to bury 
its own dead, but why postpone the interment 
till only a few loose bones can be gathered! As 
the matter stands the Zulus, who have carefully 
buried their own dead, who do not appear to 
bave been very numerous. will come back to- 
morrow to find that we visited the place, not to 
bury our dead, but toremove a batch of wagons. 
andering about the desolate camp, amid 
the sour odor of stale death, was sickening. 1 
chanced on mavy sad relica—ietters from home. 
photographs, journals, blood-stained books, 
packs of s. Lord Cheimford’s copying- 
book, coutaising an impression of his cor- 
res pondeuce with the Horse Guards, was found 
in one ot his portmanteaus aud identified in 3 
.raeal two miles off. Col. Harness was busily 
engaged collecting his own belong ugs. 
Col. Glyn found a letter from bimself to Lieut. 
Melvill, dated tne day before the fight. The 
ground was strewn with brushes, pace ww 
pickie-botties. and uobrokea tins of presery 
meats and milk. Forges and bellows remained 
stuuding roady for the recommencement of 
work. wagons in every case bad been emptied 
and the contents rifed. Bran lay spilt iu beaps. 
Searcely any arms were found, aud no ammu- 
nition. Ihere were afew stray bayonéts and 
assegais, rusted with blood. No fire-arms. 
| svali offer few comments on the Isandula 
position. Had the world been searched for a 
position offvring the easiest facilities for being 
surprised none could have been well found to 
surpass it. ‘ine position seems to offer a pre- 
miam on disaster, aud asks to be attacked. In 
ibe rear laagered wagons would have discounted 
its detects; but the camp was more deſenseless 
than an Euglish villaue. Sistematic scouting 
could alove have justified suca a position, 
and this too clearly cannet have been 
carried out. I much wish we had re- 
maived on the ud lone enough to remove 
every evidence the combat, bring back or 
destroy ali the wagons, aud construct a redoubt 
in the neigbborbvud to be beid permapeutiy by 
a strong detacument of infantry. ‘ihe moral 
effect of this would, I think, bave been great, 
aud I should have’ been pleased had a cavairy 
brigade carried out amore extended operation 
and at least have chevied the Zulus out of the 
Umaquote Mountain, but Marsnall was under 
engagement with Newdigate to risk little and 
to jotu alm early in anticipation of a specdy au- 
vance.

The Dewin-O’ Brien case came up again in the 
North Side Police Court yesterday morning, 
the lawyer being defendant this time, the 
woman (Mrs. Dewin) having sworn out a war- 
rent for assault, he having, as is known, truck 
and knocked her down, Tuesday evening, at the 
Chicago Avenue Station, when she was under 
arrest. 

Mr. Manuthester. who appeared for O’Brien, 
said be wisbed to enter a plea of guilty. 

Mr. O’Brien interposed—“ No, your Honor, I 
plead not guilty.” 

Mr. Manchester explained that there were 
mitigating cireumstgnees, which fully justified 
Mr. O'Brien in the course he took. 

Mra. Dewin was called to the bar, and 
made a statemest—not under oath. Her 
story was that, after her arrest, she was taken 
into the roll-call room of the Chicago Avenue 
Station, where she had au interview with Mr. 
O’Brien, who suddenly struck ber a severe blow 
over the left eye, without cause or provocation. 

MR. O'BRIEN WAS SWORN, 

and testified that he was aggravated to make 
the assault. After he had had some conversa- 
tion with the woman, she put her hand down in 
her pocket; she had previously threatened his 
life, not only to himself, but to another; 
she had carried a revolver with that 
avowed ourrpose, which had been seen by 
her counsel, Mr. Griboler, and, consequently, 
when she put her hand into her pocket he 
thought she was going to Graw a revoiver, and 
was justified in striking her. It is not neces- 
sar y,“ continued Mr. O’Brien, “fora man to 
wait to be shot at before he makesa blow in 
self-defense, Under the common law, any man 
would be justified in defending himself after his 
Ille bas been threatened as many times as she 
has threatened mine. Sine said sue would make 
another Weber case on me.“ 

Justice Kaufman— Perhaps if Weber had not 
waited he would not bave been killed.“ 

Mr. O’Brien to Mrs, Dewin—“ Haven't you 
threatened my lite!“ 

Mrs. Dewin - No, sir,” 

Mr. O’Brien—“ Haven't you followed me all 
over the city?” 2 

Mrs. Dewin.—“ No, gir.” 

Mr. O’Brien—“ The fact is that this thing 
started from the time that she first came to my 
office. She got me to take her when she 
tried to kiss me and I wouldu't let her. [am 
tired and sick of it. 1 was walking with Sid- 
bey Smitn not long ago, arm-ip-arm, when sbe 
came up and my other arm, and 
I bad to take ber to my office to 
give her up to a_ police officer, when 
she slipped away from me. Sbe bas followed 
me into the elevator of the botel and tried to 
go with me into my room. I must and will 
have protection. If the law don’t give it to 
me, Il take it into my own hands. If she 
don’t let me alone, ana quit following me, 

I WILL KNOCK HER BEAD IN. 

I might as well make that statement publicly 
now.“ He went on to say that after the woman 
bad been let off yesterday she bad come to bis 
house, swearing, wringing ber bands, and kick- 
ing uo a rumpus to such an extent as to 
frighten the children around there. Of this 
fact be bad been informed by bis newhbors. As 
to the twins which she had laid at his door, ne 
stood ready to preve she had told Officer Duffy 
that she meant to disgrace him (O’Brien) and 
drive him out of Chicago. 

Justice Kaufmann told Mrs. Dewin that she 
bad violated the promise she had made to him 
yesterday when be bad let her off by returning 
to Mr. O’Brien’s house and a disturb- 
ance, and be would have to put the $100 fine 
into execution against ber.

OFFIC"R DUFFY'S STORY.

She was very violent. and said she was 
going to disgrace Mr. O'Brien and drive him 
out of town. Last April I ran across ber again. 
She was then hunting for a reporter to teli him 
ber story. Sue said she would disgrace Mr. 
OBrien. and shame bim and get bim out of 
towu. 

It also appeared from Mr. Duitfy’s statement 
that Mrs. Dewin and another woman were ar- 
rested Mav 20, at No. 97 West Lake street, for 
robbing a womar named Jane Colburn of 864. 
‘They were drunk, aud. as it could not be proven 
who took the money, they were dis- 
charged. The woman who kept 
the house, however, sald afterwards 
that the guilt lav between Mrs. Dewin and a 
woman by the name of Bissel. ihe bouse in 
which Mrs. Dewin is now living (No. 115 South 
Canal street) is bad on the first floor, and she 
has several rows every day with the inmates on 
aceount of her throwing slops from above. 

Ou the day of the first trial Duily bad a talk 
with thé ex husband, who said he badn’t lived 
with her tor nineteen months, bis heart being 
broken on her account. Duffy asked him if 
Luere was not some money scheme in the thing, 
and Dewin rephed that he shouldn’t wonder ig 
there was.

ally seen approaching from the sorthwest 
and southwest, and was the embodi- 
ment of air currents coming from 
both these directions. The northwest clouds 
always resembled heavy rain clouds, while those 
in the southwest were of a light fleecy color, in- 
dicating wind. After the appearance of these 
the inhabitants would notice between the two, 
near the @pex, a terrible cOmmotion, and in 6 
few moments this would be followed by the fun- 
nel extending gradually from the clonds, 

IT WAS THIS FONNEL-CLOUD 
that slways did the damage. The mefority of 
these storms travel about thirty miles! an bour, 
and, while they are on the ground, their force 
is great enouch to destroy everything. witbin 
reach. In the late tornadoes occurring 
in the section which I bave explored, 
there is a marked peculiarity, consisting in their 
unusual number. shortness of path, and parallel 
directions. Heretofore one general storm ares 
has developed at most but two of these terrific 
tornadoes, while, during the prevalence of the 
May storm, eleven of these funnel-shaped 
furies have appeared under well-defined limite. 
These storms have averaged twenty-five miles 
in lengtb, the Irving, Kans., being the longest, 
covering about sixty or seventy. miles in length. 
Of course it is impossible to give the public, just 
now, the full extent of my observations and 
work, for the reason that it would be against 
the rules of the Corps, while it is also necessary 
to take the observations which I have now in 
my possession and 

COMPARE THEM WITH OBSERVATIONS 

taken by members of the regular and volupteer 
stations over that region of the country lying 
adjacent to that which I have already expiored. 
When this labor is completed, a réport will be 
tortbcoming that will enable us to present facts

THE INTERVIEW 
The first part ot the intérview, which more 
particularly concerned himself, was rather slow, 
as the reverend gentieman seemed to find no 
partieular interest in the topic. It was learned, 
however, that the first missionary work done on 
the American Continent by Cina Sopa Potbinhin 
Hauska, as be is called in Sioux, was at the 
mouth of the Mackenzie River, in Britisn Amer- 
ica, within the Arctic terton. From this mission. 
be was recalled to Franee at about the close of 
the American Rebellion, aud in 1865 he found 
bimeelf back agen on bis wav to bis ulmaux 
friends. He went west threugh the ates as 
lar as Wisconsin, where he found the people 
greatly excited over recent Indiau raids. While 
sympathizing with the whites in their advanced 
settlements hie own horses were stolen, and in 
a few days be went out to seek the marauding 
savages in the company of au Indian and a balf- 
breed, preceded by a mission flag. He finally 
found the raiders, who received him and returu- 
ed to him the stock that bad been stolen in or- 
der that he might returnit to its owners. The 
chiefs asked him to remain with them, and, as 
he bad no horses to go north with, be was 
compelied to accept the invitation, in the 
meantime he wrote to his superiors concerning 
his experiences, and receiyed word to remain 
with the Indians with whom he had fallen m. 
Tous began bis long and suceessful mission with 
the Indians of the — In the ten ears 
of bis residence there he bas become acquainted 
with the people of the various tribes in the 
Sioux Nation, and knows all the great warriors 
intimately. 
* In the course of the interview various easy di- 
ressions from the main topic were made, 
during which it was learned that on the North- 
western hille the prieste often meets men with 
whom be bas been familiar within the Arctic 
circle. This bit uf information puts to blusb 
the wildest fancy of the penny-dreadful novelist 
concerniug the nomadic tendeacies of the red 
mav. In the easy stages of copyersation Father 
Genin assured the reporter that the revojution 
in the public estimate of the Indian was unjust 
and prejudiced, To his thinking, and from bis 
observation of more that ten vears, there Was 
more of the Cooper ideal in the red man than 
the present generation is inclined to admit. 
Among the Indians this misstonary has found 
many developments of character that would do 
honor to the white man. 
THE WARRIOR CHIBF. 


As. Sitting-Bull has for years past claimed 
much attention, and is now again in the fore- 
ground, the missionary was questioned 

chierly concerning him. Sitting-Bull, 

e says, the warrior Chief of the 
Sioux, end not a mere wedicine-man, 
as has been so often asserted. This Chief isa 
great man, a thinker, and one whose life 16 de- 
voted to his people. He believes bimself deeply 
wronged, and bas eloquence equal to that of the 
old ebieits of the South and East to explain his 
wrovgs. Shortly after the conference with Gen. 
Terry’s commission at Fort Walsh, in British 
America, be, at the foot of Cypress Hill, dic- 
tated te Father Genin the following manifesto 
to the children of the Great Father. This doeu- 
ment, ip which the several specifications of the 
treaty of 1868 are ideutilied by Father Genin in 
the text, le of rare ioterest, as t contains two 
new items, to-wit, the shooting by Gen. pe 
ter’s meu Of the bearer Of @ flag of trace and the 
interposition of an Indian squaw at Fort Walsh 
to treat with Gen. Terry. The keen satire of 
this last freak of Sitting-Bult will be appreciated 
whee his own explanation of why it was dove is 
read. ‘The address of the manilesto is also sig- 
uificant. This is the manifesto as taken down 
by rather Gevin: 

SITTING BULL’A MANIFESTO. 

To All Just and Sensible Cilizens of the United 
States: We, the unde , Chiefs of the pres- 
ent Seven Nations, veg to bring to your co nsidera- 
tiow the following points of no email import to the 
interests of both whites and indians: 

Firet—In the year 1808, ten years ago. a treaty 
wns made and executed at Fort Laramie, then in 
the Te:ritory of Dakota, by the principal men of 
our interested tribes and different Commission- 
ers on the part of the United States, prominent 
among whom were Gens. W. F. Sherman and A. 
H. Terry. 

Second—In Art. I of said treaty it was agreed 
that all war between the parties to the treaty 
should forever cease. ne Government of tne 
United States pledged ite honor to keep the peace 
which was then deiag made, and agreed that if avy 
men among the whites should commit any 
wrong upon the ron or property of 
the Inelaus, the nited States Government 
wou!) at once to cause the offender 
to be arrested and punished according 
to the laws of the United States and also reimburse 
the injared person for the loss sustained. See 
Art. 1 of Sherman treaty of 1868, etc. In Art. 2 
of said treaty limits were assigeed to our reserva - 
tion and agreed to by the Commissioners of the 
Government of the Uuited States. The said reserva- 
tion was set apart for the absolute and undisturbed 
use and occupsetion of the Indians, aud the United 
States solemaly agreed that no person except those 
designated and authorised so to do, and except 
such officers, agents, omployes of the Government 
in actual discharge of duties enjuimed by lew, 
should ever be pei mitted to pass over, settle upon. 
or reside in the Indian territory described in that 
treaty as the Indian reservation. 

wird—The United States agreed, in Art. 4 of 

said treaty, to construct, at its own expense, on 
the Missouri River, near the centre of said reserya- 
tion, some certain buildings, viz., a warehouse or 
ageucy, residences for physician, carpenter, biack- 
sutith, farmer, miller, schoolhouses and mission 
houses, a saw and grist mill, ete. 

Fourth—Art. 10 provides that each year for thir- 
ty years on the first day of Aneust goods will be 
distributec—viz,, for each male person over 14 
years a suit of good substantial woolen clothing, 
consisting of coal, pantaioons, flannel shirt, bat, 
and pair of home-made socks. For each female 
over 12 years of age a flannel skirt or the goods 
necessary to make it, a pair of woéien hose. twelve 

ards of calico, and twelve yards of cotton for the 

ye and girls onder the hamed; such cotton 
ana flanne! goudse as may be needed to make hose 
for each, and, in addition to the clothing herein 
named, the sum of $10 for each verson holding 
t y titles was te be aunually appropriated for a 
period of poy years while such persons roam and 
hunt, and $20 for each persona who engages in farm- 
ing All these payments to be made annually for 
thirty years. and in no event to be discontinued or 
withdrawn for that period.

How and Where Australian Planters Secure 
Laber. | 
San Francisco Chrontole. 

A few years ago the capture of a number of 
small vessels by South Ses Islanders and the 
massacre of al] on board caused Capt. J. F. 
Luce, then senior commander of the English 
South Pacific Squadron, to institute an investi- 
gation into the causes of the trouble between 


the traders and the islanders. It resulted in. 


ascertaining that there wasa large number of 
small vessels cruising about the islands kid uap- 
ping the natives or inducing them to affix their 
“marks” to papers of which they knew nothing 
and then delivering them to men in the Colony 
of Queensland, Australia, who paid so much: 
per head for them. When the remaining 
islanders saw their relatives and friends thus 
taken to return no more they avenged them- 
selves in truly savage style by destroying every 


more applicable title. The cotton and sugar 
planters of the Colony of Fiji obtain the balk of 
their labor from the same source, and the traffic 
has now assumed large proportions. A great 
many small vessels, and tundred of men are 
eagaged in it. T are laws in accord- 
ance with which this trade in human beings is 
supposed to be carried on, but their vrovisions 
are violated constantly. No account of mang 
of the crimes and outrages perpetrated is ever 
reported to the civilized world, for various rea- 
sons. They are committed on the small, out- 
of-the-way islands of the South Pacific the 
islanders know oothing of the au ies to 
whom they can appeal for redress of wrong, and 
the brutal slave-hunters are not at all inclined to 
publish accounts of proceedings implicati 
themselves. The planters who have r 

and wropged servants, do not court 
nquiry. It is only when the isianders seize 


arms and break ont in open rebellion, as 


they did in the Maryboro district, Queens- 
land, not long ago, or seize @ vessel in search 
of {sland rs, and slaaghter all on 
board, that the public are made aware of the ex- 
isting evil. White labor in Queensland, feelimg 
itself aggrieved by the system, agitated the 
matter, held large public meetings, and called 
upon the Government to stop what is justiy 
termed “the slave trade.“ Nothing was done, 
however, beyoud amending exsting acts, in 
order to render them more stringent. The 
planters must have labor; white labor is too 
costly, and canuot be procared in sufficient 
amount, and so the ships still @o dowu to the 
seas in search of the simple native. Thousands 
of Chinese are in the country, Out they will not 
work upon the plantation. The rien alluvial 
diggings pay too well. The Indian eoolles can 
be obtained easier than the isiander, but they 
cost more, and have au uopleasent way of 
asserting the rights which they possess. The 
islander is tmeocent, tractable, and can be 
cheated. far

They are theo taken uo the country to the 
sugar plantations, where their life differs but 
little from that of the slaves of the United 
States in the apte-bellum times, and at the «xpi- 
ration of the three years which they are sap- 
posed to serve, they receive the magoificent 
sum of $50. This is che legal earnings of three 
years—about five cents a Gay. clothing. 
food, and transportion to from the 
islands. In many instances, however, the island- 
er is cheated out of bis money, the man- 
aver Of the plantation all that it has been 
paid in kind during the years of servitude, On 
sume of the plantations they are trea‘ed well; 
on others their lot is a hard one. The efimate 
is tropical, so that the question of clothin 
does pot perplex them muon, but their 
supply bas been iound ip some cases to have 
been miserably inadequate, though of the 
simplest and cheapest eltiaracter. In some 
places they have been subjected to cruel brutal- 
itv, which the public bears of only when they 
rise up and massacre the person or ns 
guilty of the outrage. When their term expires, 
they are returoed to the island, and pearly 
always carry arms and ammunion with them. 
to be afterward used in tribal wars witn bloody 
effect. The treatment received by them va the 
plantations does net appear to be of such a 
charaeter as to induce them to remain after the | 
three years expire, although many arc forced to 
do so, nor to return It is now a difficult 
matter to procure fresh labor, and the gystem 
is rapidiy degenerating Into a kidnepping busi- 
ness. ‘the shios in search of men must get 
them, or there is no money to repay those Who 
have spent both time and money in the enter- 
prise. Natives are sometimes seized, put on 
board, and carried off; some are induced to 
drink, and while drunk declare their willingness 
to go anywhere. Every subterfuge is resorted 
to, and the demand is stil only partially sup- 
plied. A well-known and recent writer upon 
the South Sea Islands declares that nine-tenths 
of the outrages committed by is! inders agaiast 
the whites are caused by the brutality and abuse 

racticed by those in search ot island laborers. 

‘he English Government have a few small ves- 
sels-of-war cruising among the islands to see 
that the laws reculating this traffic are not vio- 
lated, but the traders are too shrewd to commit 
any crime where there is a liability of cavture, 
as the cruisers treat them severely when detect- 
ed in any wrongdoing; bat still the trade is 
carried on under the sanction of English laws.

A LETTER THAT 18 WORTH PRESERVING. 


Among the numerous letters in the collection 
of the Chicago Historica! Society are two from 
one of Chicago’s early settiere—the late Ira 
Miltimore. One of them was written just six- 
teen years ago to-day, “Io the rear of Vicks- 
pure. in the rife-pits, within 200 feet of a Rebel 
fort. In this letter he predicts the early fall of 
that Rebel stronghold, and says: ‘ We feel 
that we are good for the job, and Vicksburg 
must fall before we leave it.“ The other letter 
from Capt. Miitimore is as follows: 

Ix Vicoxssunc, Tua Gop! July 4, 1863. — 
My Dear Wife: The Rebelarmy surrendered this 
morning at 10 o’clock unconditionally. Our forces 
on the right have taken possession of the works in 
that direction...The Rebels are marching oat of 
the forts and stacking their arms in front of us. 
Our division expecu to march in and take posses- 
sion in a few moments. Our troops are perfectly 
wild with excitement. Capt. Warner is now read- 
ing the Declaration of Independence in the bear- 
ing of thousands of the bels. Weare going 
to celebrate this Fourth of July in spirit and 
in truth. The Stars and Stripes are now waving 
on our right, apd the white flags on the 
left, as far as we can see. The backbone of the 
Rebellion is this day broken. The Confederacy is 
diviced—Pemberton is a prisoner. Vicksburg is 
oure. The Mississippi River is opened, and Gen. 
Grant is to be our next President. Bully for Grant 
and the Union!

piece, pistol, or flre- arms of an description within 
tne city limits, or firing or exploding or setting of 
any squib, cracker, or fireworks of any descrip- 
tion elsewhere than as.aforesaid. 

The Superintendent of Police has been in- 
structed to enforce the proclamation and ordi- 
nance, The penalty for violating the ordinance 
is a fine of not less than $2 nor more than $10, 
and the prohibitions of the same are fully set 
forth in the proclamation.

The only further development yesterday in 


the Ayer match-bond confidence game, by which 
the Government is a loser to the amount of 
$23,400, was the arrest, late in the afternoon, of 
Henry Sloan, one of the witnesses to the mak- 
ing and signing of the bond, Sloan was in the 
“sweat-box”’ the other day, but told such an 
innocent, beautiful story that it was not in any 
way owing to what was then gained that he was 
yesterday brought into the foid to keep company 
with bis predecessors previously yanked up to 
answer for their connection, innocent 
or otherwise, with this brazen-faced 
and sublimely cheeky fraud on the common 
uncle.

MT. ETNA. 


The Wholesale Destruction of Houses and 
Vineyards—Landed Proprietors Reduced 
to Beggary—A Sad and Terrible Scene. 

Rome Letter to New York Post. 
The full accounts of the destruction caused 
by this terrible eruption of Mt. Aitna are beart- 


rending. Catania was one of the provinces of 


Italy where there was a promise of a good har- 
vest, but now the green fields and vincyards 
are buried under a heavy weight of bard, gray 
lava. The possessions of the Sicilians living on 
the sides or at the foot of the mountains are 
destroyed, and many & proprietor who in 
May was rich, In June is as poor as 
the humblest of his servants. The story, 
only one of many, is told of a proprietor, 
the father of nine children, who yesterday 
saw everything he possessed, houses, barns, 
cabins, olive trees, corn and wheat fields, and 
vineyards, all destroyed. The inhabitants of 
the towns and country houses near the course 
of the lava are discouragea at the extent of 
their misfortunes. They remove all the house- 
hold goods that can be transported, the cattle, 
the wine in the cell and even the tiles on the 
roofs of the houses. e roads pear the ad- 
vancing lava are like a battleficld. Wagons 
laden with goods, berds of cattle, crowds of 
weeping women and children fleeing from their 
homes. Inuumerable strangers from every na- 
tiong on the contrary, go forward on the road, 
and advance so near the lava that the guards 
are obliged to send them back. Although they 
can advance so near as to light a cigar 
at the stream of lava itis dangerous, as the lava, 
which at one moment looks dark and dull, is 
liable at the next to burst open by its own weight 
and make a new path for itself where it is not 
expected. Kegiments of soldiers are stationed 
all along the roads to keep order, and lines of 
them guard the edges of the stream. A corré- 
spondent from Randazzo describes how the in- 
habitants of that town and of Linguagrossa 
stood on the national road watching the lava 
slowly advance, and as it began to cover the road 
they sadly shook hands and said farewell when 
the fiery stream separated them. There was a 


cry of despair from the people at this point when 


the bridge of Hiciaro was burned, and the lava 
fell from a little hight into lovely vineyards 


d filed them up. 
o The mountain has been disturbed for five 


months. On the 22d of May the crater threw 


out with a great noise a vast quantity of 
dense salt and smoking mud. This made ap in- 
termitting fountain rising sometimes twenty- 
four feet above the level of the soil. Occasion- 
ally great balls of mud, filled with gas, grew 
Jarger and larger until they burst. The river 
of mud, constantly fed from the crater, descend- 
ed the sides of the mountain, and for a distance 
ot four miles filled up the canals used for irriga- 
tion, The frightened country people, uncon- 
scious of the worse ilis that were coming upon 
them, sought to defead their fields from the 
entranee of the enemy by building walls of 
stone. On the afternoon of the 2th of 
May the eruption began, which is 
said to be the most violent of this 
century. The people were startled by violent 
and repeated shocks of earthquake, loud thun- 
der, high wind, and a heavy raid. Two new 
craters were then seen on the northwest part of 
the moun which vomited lava, smoke, and 
fine ashes. e next day three columns of

Gambetta put on his bat and announced that 
the members would withdraw for an hour to 
their respective bureaux. M. de Cassagnac, 
bowever, still remained for some time in the 
tribune. The sitting was finally suspended. 
und the questors cleared the public galleries. 
M. Gambetta left the Chamber, but after his de- 
parture a number of Depnties remained on the 
floor of the House carrying on very excited ‘dis- 
cussions. The following account is given by 
the correspondent of the Times: 

M. de Cassagnac said he was obliged to yield 
to the authority of the President in order to 
continue his speech. But he would remark that 
he had coofined himself to throwing back at the 
Minister expressions the latter had made use of 
at Epinal. The Minister had affirmed that Cath- 
otics had falsified texts. It would, on the con- 
trary, be proved that in the Republican party 
falsification of texts was no new thing, and that 
a Government which reckoned among its mem- 
bers M. Tirard had no right to speak of falsiti- 
cation. 

M. Gambetta—After such insults to the Gov- 
ernment [ can only propose to the Chamber to 
have recourse to paragraph 4 of Article 124 of 
the rules, pronouncing censure with temporary 
expulsion. _ 

t these words the Left broke into applause. 
The Bonapartist Deputies flew down 2 a fury 
to the foot of the tribune, aud collecting in front 
of the Ministerial benches began shaking their 
fists at the members of tlie Cabinet present, and 
calling them by eyery offensive term. The 
Deputies of the Extreme Left in turn rashed 
down to the defense of the menaced Ministers. 
M. Tirard, standing up, replied by a threat to 
the insults of one of bis aggressors, All the 
spectators were on their feet: women were 
gesticulating, screaming, and brandishing their 
parasols and fans; men in the upper galleries 
added to the uproar by stamping their feet and 
yelling.

but the agitation in the lobbies was extreme. 
The bureaux dejiverated on the resotution to be 
takeu with regard to M. P. de Cassagnac, and 
decided in favor of his exclusion for three dars. 
M. de C nac declared he would ouly vield to 
expulsion by force. At M. Gauibetta’s request 
Vol. Riaux; commandant of the military force 
of Chambers, equipped himself, ordered out 
twenty cendarmes, and informed the President 
that he was at bis gervice. ‘The sitting was re- 
sumed; everybody was in his seat. . Gam- 
betta allowed M. de Cassarnac to address the 
House in explanation of his words.

TWO NEW OCEAN-PIERS. 

Two new ocean-piers, at Long Branch and 
Manhattan Beach,—the first built in America,— 
were in successful operation yesterday. These 
piers may makea revolution in ocean-commerce. 
hundred miles inland to find a harbor? Already 
If an artificial break-water or harbor can be 
on an exposed coast, way should vessels sail a 
there is talk of building ocean-piers at Cape 
May and Atlantic City, so that coasters can 
carry passengers from New York and leave 
them at all the watering-places along the coast. 

These piers, which may make a revolution in 
occan- navigation, are easily aud cheaply made. 
They are simply the elevated railroad extended 
out into the ocean. They are merely a lace- 
work of iron, which does not resist the waves 
or swells. They comb the water, but do not 
resist it. The piers at Brighton, England, are 
made in the same manner. The whole stract- 
ure, 600 feet long at Long Branch, and 1,000 
feet long at Coney Island, rests on long, spind- 
ling iron pilers, ten inches in diameter.

Then let him suppose that he could shoot the 
rocket out into a vacuum and the earth had no 
attraction on it. If such an experiment could be 
performed, he would notice that the ball of fire 
sent out into space in such 4 state of nature 
would have vo trail or tail, R is the resistance 
in the atmosphere and of the earth 
that causes a rocket to have a traſl. If it was 
not acted upon by these forces it would advance 
unmolested in one mag, on, on, God only knows 


where to, = 
Nearly the same laws govern the meteor’s 


trail. If the reader saw glorious sight that 
lit the heavens a little more than a year ago 
coming from the southwest and going towards 
the northeast above us a little to the sou 

and perhaps more than a hundred miles high, he 
— have believed that the atmosphere was 
the principal cause of its trail. It shot through 
the air making much the same noise the rocket 
does, bat if we had been nearer to it the sound 
would have been much louder. 

The laws that cause 4 trail toa firebrand or 
ball when they are thrown into the atmosphere, 
and the laws that give the meteor a trail when 
by some unscen power it is buried through the 
heavens, are about the same. 

The comet as it sweeps in its majestic course 
through the heavens bas much the same ab- 
pearance of a fiery mass that pesses through 
the earth’s atmosphere, having a nucleus, and 
coma, and a trait, and it appears to and does 
derive. its trail from the same cause, which is a 
resisting something, a gaseous substance, a retard- 
ing medium which produces the same effect on a 
fire-ball that the atmospheredoes. The planet’s 
gravitating attraction has no hold on the comet, 
and, therefore, there is but ene Jaw Jeft to pro- 
duce its trail, which is the metium it passes 
through, while following behind it comes its 
trail millions of miles long, following the coma 
which. goes millions of miles a day, sweeping 
away off around the sun into other worlds than 
ours, between worlds and through worids, leav- 
ing the obscure man to meditate on the cause of 
its trail and believe the wonders that exist mn 
ethereal space are real and for his comprehen- 
sion.
